We  celebrate  excellence  at  the  Halifax  Grammar  School  and  the  graduation  of 
the  diverse  and  talented  Class  of  2003. 

The  graduates  are  not  celebrating  a  liberation  or  a  happy  ending,  but 
rather  a  happy  beginning. 

How  the  rest  of  your  life  turns  out  depends  on  factors  other  than  the 
individual  initiative  drive,  talent,  charm,  character,  and  knowledge  you 
have  developed  here  at  HGS.  The  final  outcome  depends  on  your  emotional 
ties  with  family  and  friends,  the  influence  of  future  teachers,  external 
influences  such  as  war  and  the  economy,  the  whims  of  government,  how  you 
respond  to  the  vicissitudes  and  accidents  of  life  and,  to  a  large  extent, 
what  you  do  with  the  time  providence  gives  you. 

You  see,  you  can  choose  the  roles  you  play  in  life,  but  you  cannot  choose 
your  historic  time.  The  19th  Century  was  a  time  of  tremendous 
opportunity,  even  though  formal  education  escaped  the  vast  majority  of 
people.  For  example,  the  builder  of  the  CPR,  Sir  William  Van  Home,  was 
expelled  from  school  in  1856  at  the  age  of  14  for  drawing  rude  caricatures  of 
his  teachers.  Today,  such  impudence  would  probably  end  up  printed  in  the 
yearbook.  Van  Home's  subsequent  self-directed  liberal  education,  which 
saw  him  read  a  book  a  day,  led  him  to  become  an  academically  honoured 
botanist  and  paleontologist,  and  to  have  a  dozen  of  his  best  paintings 
hung  in  the  Montreal  Museum  of  Fine  Arts.  His  business  acumen  and 
engineering  genius  with  the  CPR  are  legendary. 

My  father  was  bom  in  1900  and,  from  the  age  of  32  -  39,  he  lived  the 
Depression  without  a  job.  He  told  me  that  it  almost  killed  him  -  not  the 
deprivation,  but  the  devastating  shame  he  felt  because  he  could  not 
provide  for  his  family.  The  family  survived  by  living  with  my  grandparents 
in  Montreal,  and  on  the  $50  a  month  my  mother  earned  as  a  professional 
singer  with  the  CBC. 

My  older  sister  tells  me  that  she  can't  remember  the  deprivation  of  the 
Depression  but,  instead,  remembers  the  wonderful  extended  family 
sing-songs  and  games,  the  radio  programs  such  as  the  Lux  Family  Theatre, 
and  the  endless  reading  pleasures  made  possible  by  the  close  proximity  of 
the  Westmount  Library.  My  sister  also  doesn't  remember  that  most  terrible 
of  all  afflictions  -  boredom  -  because  she  was  never  bored.  I  don't  think 
many  in  this  class  have  been  so  afflicted.  Today,  we  live  in  a  time  of 
great  affluence  and  endless  trivial  entertainment;  but,  regrettably,  60% 
of  Canadians  over  14  don't  read  books  and  the  incidence  of  depression  is 
the  highest  in  history. 

No  less  than  your  genetic  composition,  your  path  ahead  will  be  shaped  by 
the  age  you  live  in.  Right  now,  you  are  at  the  beginning  of  the  21st 
Century  -  already  an  era  stained  by  the  legacy  of  9/11,  atrocities  in 
Rwanda,  global  warming,  and  pollution  -  an  era  of  phenomenal  advances  and 
atrocities  -  of  want  and  waste  -  of  confusion  and  creativity. 


But  most  of  you  are  probably  asking  yourselves  "what  now?"  as  you  move 
out  of  this  cozy  little  community  onto  a  larger  stage.  I  doubt  if  any  of  you 
really  have  a  road  map,  but  then,  few  of  you  did  throughout  your  careers 
here,  even  though  many  of  you  leave  with  impressive  resumes.  The  fact  is, 
I  don't  think  your  Valedictorian,  Robert  Kitz,  sat  in  the  Prep  Two  sandbox 
thinking  about  winning  the  Leonardo  da  Vinci  National  Physics  Contest .  I 
doubt  Alexander  Jiang  entered  the  School  in  Grade  Six  planning  to  earn  a 
lead  in  the  first  school  musical,  and  1  am  sure  Kent  Plummer,  in  Grade 
Seven,  never  dreamed  about  becoming  Head  Boy. 

During  your  time  here  at  HGS,  most  of  you  just  followed  your  interests,  or 
the  interests  of  your  friends,  or  the  prompting  of  a  teacher,  or  of  your 
parents,  to  participate  in  something  extra  -  something  that  challenged  you  - 
something  that  ultimately  gave  you  internal  pleasure  and  talents  that 
will  enrich  your  future  life.  As  I  sat  and  listened  to  Ben  Turnbull's 
beautiful  performance  of  Rachmaninoff's  piano  prelude  at  Mr.  Ellis' Talent 
Show,  I  wondered  how  Ben  first  started  to  develop  those  talents  -  likely 
at  his  parents"  prompting;  but,  however,  he  now  has  a  talent  that  will 
enrich  his  life  forever  just  as,  on  that  night,  he  had  enriched  the  evening  for 
everyone  in  attendance.  1  also  remember  watching  Chad  Smith  at  a 
basketball  game  and  thinking,  "My  God,  that's  poetry  in  motion  -  even 
when  he  misses." 

The  American  poet,  David  Whyte,  wrote,  "We  speak  continually  of  saving 
time,  but  time  in  its  richness  is  most  often  lost  to  us  when  we  are  busy 
without  relief  At  speed,  the  world  becomes  a  blur  and  all  those  other 
lives  we  encounter  become  another  blur  too.  We  speak  of  stealing  time  as 
if  it  no  longer  belongs  to  us.  We  speak  of  needing  time  as  if  it  wasn't 
around  us  already.  We  want  to  make  time  for  ourselves  as  if  it  were  in  our 
power  to  do  so.  But  time  is  the  conversation  with  absence  and  visitation  - 
and  a  frontier  between  ourselves  and  those  we  love.  The  hours  become  ripe 
with  happening  only  when  we  are  attentive,  .-patient  and  present." 

So,  here's  my  hope  and  wish  for  you  as  you  move  on  from  HGS.  I  wish 
but  two  things  - 1  wish  you  the  bliss  and  blessing  that  comes  from  being 
swept  away  by  a  pursuit  so  intense  that  all  that  matters  is  the  activity 
itself  in  all  its  beauty,  and  logic,  and  sense  of  possibility  so  that  you  are 
unburdened  and  give  yourself  up  to  the  joy  of  being  aloft  with  your  own 
sense  of  potential  and  wonder.  Second,  I  wish  that,  as  so  many  of  you  have 
here  at  HGS,  you  make  the  hours  become  ripe  with  happening  to  keep 
present  and  future  relationships  in  which  you  are  attentive,  patient,  and 
present,  and  not  busy  without  relief.,  and  in  doing  so  that  you  include  the 
school,  your  teachers,  and  maybe  even  your  old  Headmaster.

My  sincere  congratulations  to  the  graduates  of  2003  and  to  those  of  you  who  will  graduate  in  the  years  to  come.  I  am 
unabashedly  proud  of  you  and  of  our  school.  HGS  is  a  special  place  and  upon  reflection  you  will  no  doubt  agree  with  me 
that  you  all  have  been  blessed  with  some  extraordinary  teachers. 

From  the  prep  school  teachers  who  may  have  taught  you  your  most  ftindamental  lessons,  to  the  teachers  who  may  have 
been  making  your  life  miserable  only  weeks  ago,  they  are  an  impressive  group.  And  I  can  tell  you  from  my  perspective  that 
when  you  enter  the  world  of  work  you  can  have  no  more  satisfying  professional  experience  than  I  have  had,  working  in  the 
shadow  of  such  fine  educators  and  human  beings.  And  I  can  also  tell  you  that  I  envy  you  the  education  with  which  your 
parents  have  given  to  you.  I  can't  imagine  a  more  thoughtful  and  valuable  gift. 

But  we  must  of  course  confess  that  the  work  of  the  teaching  staff  is  made  much  easier  by  our  enviable  circumstance.  We 
work  in  a  school  that  is  blessed  with  motivated  students  and  parents.  We  work  in  a  school  that  values  education  as  an  end, 
and  not  only  as  a  means  (a  rare  commodity  I'm  sad  to  say.)  We  also  work  in  a  school  that  understands  that  as  wonderful  as 
its  hallowed  halls  may  be,  there  is  a  world  of  wisdom  outside  the  walls  of  HGS  waiting  to  be  discovered. 

Stringfellow  Barr  shared  this  philosophy  when  he  founded  the  Great  Books  program  at  St.  John's  College,  in  Maryland. 
The  program  was  based  upon  the  works  of  the  great  thinkers  such  as  Homer,  Dickens,  Darwin  and  Freud,  and  Barr  was 
once  asked  why  the  Great  Books  program  was  necessary.  He  responded  by  saying,  "Don't  you  feel  sorry  for  all  the 
students  in  all  the  other  schools  who  have  no  one  to  teach  them  but  oafs  like  me?" 

I  must  tell  you,  you  are  fortunate  to  be  graduating  from  a  school  that  doesn't  just  rely  upon  "oafs  like  me"  to  ensure  that  you 
become  educated,  and  that  has  the  sense  to  subscribe  to  a  rigorous  curriculum  that  is  made  up  of  the  best  in  our  culture  as 
we]  1  as  the  I'urther  good  sense  to  demand  that  you  rise  to  meet  it.  In  the  years  ahead  you  will  undoubtedly  realize  what  a  gift 
you  have  been  given,  and  what  a  legacy  you  have  left  to  those  of  us  who  will  remain  behind. 

It's  my  hope  that  you  will  also  realize  that  the  most  important  thing  that  you  can  know  is  how  little  you  know  (despite  our 
best  elforls),  and  thai  you  will  learn  that  intellectual  humility  is  the  first  step  on  the  road  from  mere  knowledge  to  wisdom;  a 
road  you  are  all  certain  to  travel.  My  best  wishes  go  with  you  on  that  journey.
